County mum on 
Ukraine frontline

A Northamptonshire mum has spoken 
of the courage and hope she encoun¬ 
tered on the barricades in Ukraine as 
she fed and dressed the wounds of 
protestors. 

Alison Dumbell went to the country 
over a year ago with her two children 
when her husband’s job in the hotel 
trade took them there. 

When the political situation started to 
deteriorate Alison got to know some of 
the protestors and decided to give food 
and medical aid to the men who had 
been beaten up by the police. 

She has written about her experiences 
on the Herald and Post website: 

“...I opened up my home to injured 
and tired young men. I was so happy 
they kept my address balled up in their 
coats and came to me in their time of 
need. I made tea, I washed clothes, I 
kept the fire going, I cleaned wounds 
and put food in their bellies. I let them 


sleep. I laughed and I cried an ocean of 
tears. 

“I never felt danger for myself or my 
children, who gave up their beds and 
abandoned their ideas of trip to go 
bowling or a restaurant even though 
school was cancelled. We did all we 
could to support them.” 

Alison was living in Cogenhoe before 
the Ukraine and was a supporter at 
Casuals rugby club where her children 
played junior rugby. 

It was the act of a setting up a rugby 
team in the Ukraine that introduced 
her and her family to the young 
men who would later be 
involved in the Ukrainian 
demonstrations

At one stage I was thinking about doing 
a diary of the week we spent without 
broadband but... too depressing. 

It was like going back to the early nine¬ 
ties when you had to use your telephone 
landline to connect to the internet. 

I mucked about with mobile wifi and 
mobile phone hotspots. Eventually o2’s 
mobile wifi proved to be the answer for 
at least getting at some emails but I only 
got that sorted two days ago. 

The rest of the time I was wasting a fair 
bit of money trying other things that I 
learned not to do again. 

In fact I would try sending messages 
via neolithic leylines before I tried 
Vodafone again. 

I am also still broiling impotent rage at 
Virgin Media for not treating our tem¬ 
porary disconnection from the infor¬ 
mation superhighway for maintenance 
work like the emergency it clearly was. 

It sounds ridiculous to talk about it 
like that. 

It wasn’t so long ago that the internet 
didn’t even exist and now I am com¬ 
plaining that I need piped information 
as badly as I need mains electricity, 
water and gas.

REPORTER Lawrence John takes a 
look at Henry Lines from 
Northamptonshire who was an unsung 
hero in the battle of Rorke’s Drift

One of the most famous battles in 
the history of the British Army is the 
defence of Rorke’s Drift in South 
Africa during the Anglo-Zulu War. 

It has been immortalised in the 
British psyche thanks to the 1964 
film Zulu starring Michael Caine, 
who played Lt. Gonville Bromhead, 
Stanley Baker (Lt. John Chard R.E.) 
and Nigel Green (Colour-Sgt. 
Bourne). 

The film tells the true story of how 
just over 150 British and colonial 
troops successfully defended the 
garrison against an intense assault 
by 3,000 to 4,000 Zulu warriors. 

Eleven Victoria Crosses were 
awarded to the defenders, along 
with a number of other decorations 
and honours. 

One of the soldiers who fought in 
the battle, which took place from 
January 22-23, 1879 was Henry 
Lines from Northamptonshire. 

Henry was born on April 12, 1844, 
in Chipping Warden - the second of 
ten children. 

He began his working life as an 


agricultural labourer, before enlist¬ 
ing in Birmingham on October 11, 
1864. As 1528 Private Lines he was 
posted to the 2nd Battalion, 24th 
Regiment. 

Henry was described as: five feet, 
five inches tall, with a fresh 
complexion, hazel eyes and dark 
brown hair. 

He had a somewhat chequered 
army career. He received orders for 
active service in South Africa and 
sailed to the Cape in February 1878, 
being appointed lance-corporal on 
board the ship on February 16, 1878, 
but he reverted back to private on 
April 16, 1878. 

During the Zulu War he was 
present at the defence of Rorke’s 
Drift, posted at the barricades 
fighting hand-to-hand with his 
bayonet as warriors attacked the 
ramparts, and with fanatical 
bravery, they tried to get over. 

But Henry and his comrades 
fought with equal bravery through¬ 
out the night and kept the Zulus 
out. 

For his service he received the 
South Africa Medal with 1877-8-9 
clasp. 

He was promoted to corporal on 
January 31, 1882 but was court 
martialled on March 7, 1883 for 
breaking out of the barracks. He 
was again demoted to private. 

Henry was posted to Gosport and 
was discharged on December 18, 
1883. 

He found work as an agricultural 
labourer and lodgings in Lower 
Boddington. However, in 1885 he 



was living with Ann Berry at 102 
Maysoule Road in Battersea, 
London, and they married at the 
local parish church on October 27, 
1885. They moved back to Lower 
Boddington where they took 
residence in Bradshaw Cottages. 

By 1901 they had moved to Bake 
House, Lower Boddington, where 
Henry worked as a general farm 
labourer, and continued to state his 
age as three years less than it 
actually was. 

He died of bowel cancer at his 
home on April 22, 1904 aged 60 and 
was buried in plot 243 in St John’s 
Churchyard in Upper Boddington. 

His, and the exploits of the other 


soldiers, have been captured in a 
new book by James Bancroft called 
The Defenders of Rorke’s Drift. 

He said: “Many people might not 
know about the battle but they have 
seen the film. 

“I discovered Henry Lines about 
10 years ago but have found out 
more and more information about 
him and the other defenders. 

“When published this sparks a 
new wave of interest from those 
soldiers’ descendants.”

Church’s step up 
factory expansion

Church’s Shoes is set to press 
ahead with its expansion 
plans after Northampton 
Borough Council helped 
secure all the land needed for 
the project.

National Literacy Hero 
Ruth Gasson has been 
dropped from the Voices 
of the Fire scheme - 
named after Alan’s novel 
about Northampton - 
which aims to help 
excluded pupils get back 
into education. 

After running for sev¬ 
eral weeks - including 
sessions where Alan met 
and talked to the pupils - 
it has been taken over by 
an arts group called 
Threshold and Ruth is 
now believed to be tak¬ 
ing advice from her 
union. She has not been 
available for comment 


since her absence from 
the project began just 
before half term. 

“The first I heard of this 
was when I went down to 
the central library with 
some books for the kids. I 
asked to see Ruth and 
was told she was no long¬ 
er on the project. When I 
asked why they wouldn’t 
say. They admitted it 
would be impolitic to tell 
me,” said Alan, who 
expressed his support for 
Voices of the Fire in a 
Herald & Post interview 
last month in which he 
praised the scheme and 
the County Council for 
allowing to go ahead. 

The interview was one 
of the most popular items 
on our website so far this 
year attracting thou¬ 
sands of hits over several 
days. 

Alan signed up for 
Voices of the Fire after 
Ruth - who was made a 
National Literacy Hero

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Funding fears for 
county refuges

Domestic abuse victims 
could be at risk as women's 
refuges across the county 
are under threat. 

Some places could close or 
lose a large share of their 
funding due to new rules 
being imposed by 
Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

This week, Stephanie 
Challis from the Sunflower 
Domestic Abuse Unit in 
Northampton spoke of her 
fears that no help could be on 
offer to victims of abuse due 
to cuts. 

She said the situation 
‘made her very sad’ and she 
admitted this worry 
stretched to the Sunflower 
Centre. 

Stephanie said: “It will 
effect the work we do as we 
work with refuge providers. 

“If they go then there is no 
refuge fro us to send people 
to. 

“When we look for a ref¬ 
uge it depends on the level of 
risk the person is in and if we 
cannot find one here then we 
have to go out of area. 

“This can take a lot longer 
and some people do not want 
to leave the county. 

“What could happen is a lit¬ 
tle frightening and the fact 
they (the victims) might not 
be able to get the support 
they need. 

“All of this makes me sad 
especially when you listen to 
the victim

This would include going 
into a refuge or working 
with the Arson Task Force if 
they felt their home was 
under threat of being 
attacked. 

They stay with them all the 
way through the case, even if 
it goes to court. 

A spokesman for 
Northamptonshire County 
Council said: “Following 
national funding changes, 
we’ve been working with a 
range of providers to develop 
the way services are deliv¬ 
ered to vulnerable people 
including victims of domes¬ 
tic abuse. 

“We want better working 
links between all the 
different organisa¬ 
tions that support 
victims of domestic 
abuse and a greater 
range of services 
that match the needs 
of the woman, man 
or family in need of 
support. 

This will ultimately 
mean more money being 
spent on these services and 
in a better way. 

“This process will inevita¬ 
bly lead to some uncertainty 
among those groups who 
have been used to receiving 
funding and we’re helping 
them as much as possible 
through the process of ten¬ 
dering for new contracts.”

Harry Hill talks bananas 

Bananas - we love 'em! 

When I was asked to go to Ghana 
12 years ago to visit some 
Fairtrade banana farms, I 
thought, “They must know I am a 


well-known collector of the stick¬ 
ers that you get on banana skins.” 
I’ve got more than ten no... 

Now I am supporting the 
Fairtrade Foundation’s call to 
‘Stick with Foncho’. Foncho is a 
banana farmer from Colombia 
and the face of the campaign to 
make ah bananas fair. I remem¬ 
ber from my trip how much hard 
work goes into growing bananas 
and what a difference a fair price 
can make to whole communities. 

Bananas are the most popular 
fruit in the world. In the UK we 
munch our way through more 
than five billion a year and one in 
three of them are now Fairtrade. 
That means two thirds are not fair 
bananas. 

It would make sense that such a 
big industry with such a popular 
product would be profitable for 
everyone involved in producing 
and supplying the market. In 
fact, bananas in the UK are priced 
at a level that is not really profita¬ 
ble for retailers or the companies 
they buy from. 

This means small-scale farm¬ 
ers and workers like Foncho 
face an ever-tightening 
squeeze on their living 
standards, trapping 
them in a bigger 
and bigger cycle of 
poverty Many 
can’t afford to 
put enough 
food on the 
table for their 
families or 
basics such as 
education and 
healthcare. 


The Fairtrade banana farmers I 
visited in Ghana twelve years ago 
have since built schools, clinics 
and much more with their 
Fairtrade premium - thanks to 
the hard work and dedication of 
farmers together with the shop¬ 
pers over here buying Fairtrade. 
But, more importantly, the work¬ 
ers feel empowered knowing they 
are selling their bananas on bet¬ 
ter terms of trade. 

This Fairtrade Fortnight (which 
ended on March 9) we called on 
the Government to work with 
supermarkets to treat ah banana 
farmers and workers fairly

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Four rescued in

Ambulance (WNAA) and 
Derbyshire, Leicestershire & 
Rutland Air Ambulance 
(DLRAA) worked together at 
two very similar road traffic 
collisions over the weekend.

Dog killed by 
deadly virus

A mystery disease which is kill¬ 
ing dogs across the country has 
claimed the life of a Jack Russell 
Terrier in Northamptonshire, 
tests have confirmed. 

Northampton North MP 
Michael Ellis has written to the 
UK’s chief vetinay officer asking 
him to look into this case. 

The deadly illness, which vets 
believe to be Alabama Rot, 
was confirmed on Monday 
by Towcester Veterinary 
Centre as the cause of 
the Jack Russell’s 
death. 

Since December last 
year the disease has 
now claimed the lives 
of 13 canines in the UK. 

There is currently no 
known cause or cure of the 
disease. 

A spokesperson for Towcester 
Veterinary Centre said: “The dog 
in question lived and was walked 
almost exclusively in Salcey 
Forest, Northamptonshire. 

“The Forestry Commission have 
been contacted and made aware 
of the case and are putting signs 
up warning dog owners immedi¬ 
ately. 


“We understand that this is very 
worrying for pet owners but we 
don’t want you to panic too much 
- very few cases have been 
confirmed in the UK. However, as 
the disease is proving to be fatal 
in most cases it may be prudent to 
adopt a better safe than sorry 
stance. 

“The most frustrating and 
worrying thing is that the cause is 
unknown, making it impossible 
for us to give you advice on 
prevention. 

“Please call us if you are at 
all concerned about your 
dog. We promise to 
keep you updated.” 

The disease is a con¬ 
dition that starts with 
unusual lesions on the 
dog which will not 
heal. 

It then causes the ani¬ 
mal to develop signs of 
severe depression, loss of 
appetite and vomiting, which is 
then followed by acute kidney 
failure. This can then eventually 
lead to death. 

The first reports of the disease 
was in the New Forest but has 
since been confirmed in Surrey, 
Dorset, Yorkshire, Cornwall, 
Durham and Worcestershire. 

Northamptonshire is the latest 
case.

Ian Morris believes that League 
Two is now taking notice of the 
Cobblers after victory at Exeter 
City increased belief that 
Northampton will pull off the great 
escape. 

The Irish midfielder came off the 
bench to grab the only goal in a 1-0 
win in Devon on Tuesday night, 
moving his side to within three 
points of the Grecians - and safety 
-in the process. 

It was a victory which also 
stretched the Cobblers’ unbeaten 
streak to five games - a run which 
has been masterminded by new 
boss Chris Wilder who only took the 
reigns in fanuary. 

Morris believes that the former 
Oxford manager has revitalised the 
club and has made them a com¬ 
pletely different proposition to their 
rivals. 

“I think everyone is looking over 
their shoulders now,” said Morris. 

“They are looking at our results 
over the past few weeks and are 
thinking ‘bloody hell, Northampton 
are coming’. 

“If only we could start the season 
now I think we’d be in with a shout! 

“But there are a lot of teams look¬ 
ing at us now and they won’t be 
looking forward to playing us when 
they probably were a few months 
ago.” 

Wilder has now managed four vic¬ 
tories, as many as his predecessor 
Aidy Boothroyd collected all season 


before he was sacked in late 
December. The Cobblers are still in 
the relegation zone but fears of 
dropping into the Skrill Premier 
and non-league football are now 
subsiding - with the three point gap 
much more manageable than the 
alarming seven point void which 
was the scenario at one stage. 

With teams in the bottom half 
tightly packed together points wise 
thoughts are even turning to a mid¬ 
table finish. 

“We’re full of confidence and 
every game we’re looking at it as 
being winnable,” added Morris, 
who is now focussing on Saturday’s 
home clash with Mansfield. 

“Everyone is fighting for each 
other and working for each other 
and that’s the way it’s going to be 
until the last minute of the season. 

“The difference is huge, the gaffer 
and Alan [Knill] have come in and 
everyone’s just willing to work for 
each other. 

“It’s good that we’re playing 
Saturday-Tuesday as we’re on a roll 
now and the confidence is flowing 
through the squad. 

“When we’re under pressure the 
lads at the back are dealing with it, 
even the boys at the front are clos¬ 
ing down. 

“Then when it’s their turn to go on 
the attack we’re getting in people’s 
faces and creating chances.” 

Morris, once of Torquay, is aware 
of the importance of his Exeter goal, 
which fans could look on as a piv¬ 
otal one at the end of the season. 

“It was a great ball in and I knew 
that I just needed to make contact,” 
he said.

Scunthorpe boss Russell Wilcox has lost a few 
things since playing for the Cobblers under 
Graham Carr. 

Nineteen-eighty-seven was the year of the 
mullet in Northampton but Wilcox’s shoulder 
length perm from the Division Four title win¬ 
ning season has gone, so too his legs probably 
after four of Carr’s excruciating pre-seasons. 

He nearly lost Scunthorpe’s 18 game unbeat¬ 
en run on Saturday after relegation exposed 
Cobblers came for a straightener with his Iron. 
Crossing the M180 is to enter a zone of defeat 
for Northampton who hadn’t won in 
Scunthorpe since 1980. 

In 1993 they went to Glanford Park with aging 
Cobblers goalie Steve Sherwood picking the 
ball out of his net seven times. Northampton 
fans are, however, nothing but optimistic. 

The game before the 7-0 thrashing had been a 
5-1 win over Mansfield. Die-hard “Hotel 


Enders” will remember headband wearing 
Steve Terry lobbing the keeper in the emphatic 
win and thinking the Cobblers were on to 
something. 

They weren’t and didn’t win for another four 
months, finishing bottom of the league under 
another failed manager who went on to a plum 
job (with the League Managers’ Association) - 
john Barnwell. 

The Cobblers can’t rely on another technical¬ 
ity to avoid the Conference this time around 
with seven thousand Luton fans breathing 
down their necks. Maybe that’s why Cobblers’ 
coach Chris Wilder played it safe in North 
Lincolnshire. 

The starting eleven had the width of a strand 
of Wilcox’s shorn locks, presumably to contain 
an Iron side with no fewer than three full inter¬ 
nationals. 

But Northampton could have won the game 
with bit more daring. Wilcox was nominated 
for Manager of the Month at the tail end of last 
year yet it is Wilder who was up this time 
around. 

The Cobblers’ recent form is similar to 
Scunthorpe’s and apart from league positions 
there was little to separate the sides. 

The Iron’s goal was contentious with Matt 
Duke hemmed in on his line after a United cor¬ 
ner but, given that referee Kevin Wright is 
Peterborough born and bred, Cobblers’ fans, 
perhaps, shouldn’t have expected much. 


It’s not ideal that the F.A should give such an 
important game to an official from a rival city 
and the whistler’s decision to send off Ricky 
Ravenhill for two soft challenges brought fur¬ 
ther scrutiny from the away support. 

While the refereeing did not help on a day of 
high emotion, neither did the Glanford Park 
security who, doing little for stewards’ reputa¬ 
tion of stirring trouble up from nothing, ended 
up in a violent ruckus with Northampton fans. 

The incident was a good argument for safe 
standing as the sooner stewards go back to 
staring at clip boards instead of impeding 
those who want to stand the better. 

Fortunately for the Cobblers, the mood was 
lifted with Zander Diamond’s sixty-fifth min¬ 
ute headed equaliser. 

The defender proved that Diamonds are a 
goal’s best friend by flicking Darren Carter’s 
curling free kick over Sam Slocombe in the 
Scunthorpe goal. 

The 1-1 draw was an opportunity missed but 
Wilder would have targeted the following 
Tuesday’s opponents Exeter like a pike eying a 
stricken roach. Scunthorpe fans had been full 
of it but Exeter fans rival Woody Allen in their 
pessimism. 

“If we don’t get three points from this game 
we’re done for” posted a Grecians fan on a web 
forum. In the event, the main source of pessi¬ 
mism was the standard of football in the first 
half at the other St lames Park. 


On Champions League Tuesday, Northampton 
and Exeter got stuck into an angst-ridden six- 
pointer, their studs sinking into the watered 
pitch like fans’ fingernails into clenched hands. 

With the match goalless after a first half of 
shinned clearances and shanked shots, Exeter 
fans on the Big Bank terrace scratched their 
heads at game-changing options for home boss 
Paul Tisdale whereas Chris Wilder briefed his 
attacking substitutes. 

Alan Connell may not catch the eye like cun¬ 
ning lurcher Emile Sinclair but the former 
Bradford forward stretches opposition defenc¬ 
es with his balls into space. 

His appearance as a 54th minute sub showed 
how a speck of quality can change such games 
with Hackett swiftly finding the right weight of 
ball to send over taunting crosses. 

Just two minutes after bottle blonde Connell 
bobbed on, the Cobblers scored with Chris 
Hackett sending a ball for midfielder Ian Morris 
to knock past Lodz-born keeper Artur Krysiak. 

Time went backwards for the 150 travelling 
fans who urged referee Bratt to blow the whis¬ 
tle that would mean the Cobblers are only 
three points from safety. Bratt did and they are. 

Meanwhile, Eddie McGoldrick, a team mate 
of Russ Wilcox from ’87, rolled back the clock 
on Twitter, hash tagging the “dodgy barnets” of 
the team photo and reminiscing about the 
“good old days” at the Cobblers.

Saints have lost 
too many finals 
says Mallinder

Jim Mallinder could be for¬ 
given for saying he is used to 
cup finals by now - but the 
Saints director of rugby still 
appreciates how special 
they are. 

Sunday’s LV= Cup show¬

cesses earlier in the decade. 

“We probably haven’t won 
as many as we’ve wanted to,” 
said Mallinder. 

“We know it’s going to be 
really tough, but it gives us a 
chance. 

“It gives us an opportunity, 
and whatever team we put 
out, I know those lads will be 
out there fighting to see if 
they can bring the trophy 
back to Franklin’s Gardens.” 

Saints’ run to the LV= final 
has so far been unblemished, 
with pool stage wins over 
Gloucester, London Irish, 
Newport Gwent Dragons 
and Saracens seeing them 
comfortably top their group 
and book a place in the semi¬ 
finals. The opposition in the 


last four were Saracens again 
and Northampton came 
through at the Gardens on 
Saturday, winning the tie 
against the side who are one 
place below them in second 
in the Aviva Premiership 
comfortably, 26-7. 

With LV= rugby taking 
place during international 
windows, Saints’ progress in 
the cup has been spearhead¬ 
ed by emerging young talent, 
a situation which bodes well 
for the future of the club and 
has delighted Mallinder. 

“We’ve had a number of 
players who have played, and 
for all these lads it’s really 
important that they’ve got 
game time in this competi¬ 
tion and done really well,” 
said Mallinder.

“These lads have done real¬ 
ly, really well and it’s [the 
LV=} been vital for them.” 

Saints will continue to have 
faith with the players who 
have reached the final in 
Exeter, and they will face a 
Chiefs outfit who are playing 
one of the biggest games in 
their history. 

“I’m not going to go around 
saying ‘Oh, it’s just another 
game guys,’ said Exeter head 
coach Rob Baxter. 

“We’re going to prepare like 
it’s a massive cup game - 
because that’s what it is.

“We said right from the 
start when we got into the 
Premiership, if we survived 
and worked hard there would 
be big games down the line - 
and this is one of them.”
